After
calling at the home of ono clergyman, to
find him out, and being refused by er

because they had neglected to get
a marriage llccnso, they went to the
Probate Court at .the Greenwich Town
Building, where the ceremony wrs per-
formed at 4 o'clock In the afternoon by
Stephen S. Radford, the Probate Judge
and a Justice of the Peace.

Mr. and Mrs. William Evarts Benja-
min, the bride's parents, live at the Hotel
Plaza and have publicly objected to the
marriage, the likelihood of which was
announced earlier In the week. Their
daughter obtained a divorce from her
first husband, Lieut. Alexander Dallas
Bache Pratt, at Newport last June on
grounds of rt and desertion.
She has been living at the Hotel Devon,
70 West Fifty-fift- h street, with her two
children.

Yesterday morning at 9 o'clock a taxi-ca- b

chugged up to the door of the quiet
hostelry, and Mrs. Pratt and Mr. Gib-
son stepped quickly across the sidewalk
and entered It. With them were Mr.
Gibson's brother and sister-in-la- Mr.
and Mrs. Richardson Gibson, of Wash-
ington. The party started for Green-
wich at once.

Upon arriving there they drove to the
parsonage of the Rev. W. Bradford
Marshlell, pastor of the First Methodist
Kplscopal Church, who was not at home.
Then they called on the Rev. Minor
Howard of the Diamond Hill Methodist
Kplscopal Church, who refused to per-
form a ceremony after he learned that
they had no marriage license. Mr. How-
ard said later that as both Mrs. Pratt
and Mr. Gibson had been divorced he
"probably" should have refused to marry
them under any circumstances.

After the oversight concerning a
license had been repaired through a visit
to Robert Wellstood, the Town Clerk,
Mr. Gibson and Mrs. Pratt entered the
Probate Court. In the same building,
where Judge Radford quickly fulfilled
the legal requirements.

At 7 o'clock last night Mrs. Gibson
returned to the Hotel Devon alone. Her
parents made no effort to communicate
with her, but she refused to see her
rant when the latter called. Two hours

later the bride entered the dining room,
where she entertained Mrs. Richardson
Gibson, her daughter. Miss Gibson, and
Miss Anna Paulding, a niece of Chaun-ce- y

M. Depew. At the same time Mr.
Gibson was host to a party of twenty-fiv- e

at a bachelor dinner at the Tale
'Club. Later In the evening the two
parties merged at the Hotel Devon,
where there was dancing. Mr. and Mrs.
Gfbson both said they would prefer not
to talk things over with the reporters.

The appeal says that
the boy's mother loved him, appeals to
the kidnapper's better Instincts, lf such
there be, and says that God will bless
tho kidnapper if he will bring tho Dan-
sey boy home. Every signer of the
appeal agrees also to pray several times
a day for the return of the child.

MAN HELD AS BANK
ROBBERY SUSPECT

Rookie Policeman Here Gets
Credit for Capture,

Manhattan police have made tho first
arrest In tho searoh for tho seven bandits
who hold up the First National Bank
of Rosolle, N. J. Frank Grecco of 331
East Thirty-fir- st street was captured at'
4 o'clook Thursday afternoon only a few
hour after the robbery by William It.
Cunningham, a rookie of tho police
training school, who was not officially
to bo a patrolman until yesterday morn-
ing.

Cunningham was tho winner of tho
highest prizes at the graduation oxer-cls-

of the rookie class at the Seventy-fir- st

Regiment Armory Thursday night,
but "few of his classmates knew of his
achievement with the suspected gunman.
At 8 o'clock yesterday morning he be-
came a full fledged patrolman, and he
Is credited with the arrest.

Ho was attracted by what ho thought
were the suspicious actions of Grecco as
tho man walked through Nineteenth
street near Second avenue. He arrested
him, but Grecco broke away. After a
snon cnase Cunningham caught him
again and this time took him to the
station. Orecco was taken to Torkvllle
Court where he was held In $3,600 ball
for felonious assault and 3500 for carry-
ing a revolver.

Attempts to connect the man with the
Roselle robbery failed last night because
Warden Mallon of Torkvllle Jail could
not be found. Miss Margaret Carpen-
ter, the bank employee who frightened
the robbers away, was brought ncalnst
her wish from New Jersey to Identify
tho man. Sho is suffering nervously
from the effects of her thrilling exper-
ience.

The girl reached the lail at 9 o'clock
and waited until 11 while the detectives
tried to nnd somebody who knew where
the warden was. Without Warden
Mallon's permission tho trusties refused
to let the detectives examine tho pris-
oner. At 11, after a telephone and foot
search that practically covered Manhat-
tan and Tho Bronx, the detectives were
still unable to find the warden, and the
girl was permitted to go home. She
will come back to-d- If the warden
appears.

Miss Carpenter said sho was not cer-
tain she would be able to Identify any
of the men except one who was tall
and slight of .build and who wore a
derby. The bank officials still declined
to glvo out the exact amount stolen,
but It Is believed to be about 32,500.

SWANN SEEKS WRIT
IN EXPENSE FIGHT

Wants Reimbursement for
Money Spent in Defence.

District Attorney Swann made appli-
cation yesterday before Justice Gave-ga- n

In Part I.. Special Term, of the Su-
preme Court, for a peremptory writ
of mandamus compelling Comptroller
Charles L. Craig to certify to expenses
Incurred by the District Attorney two
years ago In defending himself In
charges 'brought before the then Gov-
ernor, Charles 8. Whitman. Reimburse-
ment for the amount expended Is Bought
and payment has been refused by the
Comptroller.

Accompanying the petition Is an
Itemized bill of the expenditures and an
affidavit by Mr. Swann In which he
states the account was approved by
Lamar Hardy, who was Corporation
Counsel at the time the charges were
made. Vleorgo L. Ingraham was ap-
pointed commissioner to take testimony
and report to the Governor. After a
number of hearings the commissioner
forwarded his report and the charges
were dismissed. Following are the Items
for which Mr. Swann Beeks payment:
John B. Stanchfleld, counsel fees,
(25,000 ; Val O'Farrell Detective Agency,
services. 37,902.50, and Clarence Bonynge,
stenographer's minutes. 33,648.50.

This bill, according to the petition, was
submitted to the Board of Estimate and
Apportionment following the receipt of
the Corporation Counsel's approval and
was then forwarded to the Comptroller
for certification. Mr. Swann states the
latter has failed, refused and neglected
to certify the same In writing as a claim
which In his Judgment it is equitable
nnd proper for the city to pay. The
argument on the application has been
set down for October 31.

SLEEPS AT TRIALS

Members of Bar Disagree on
Defusing to Approvo His
Candidacy for Reelection.

HURRAY CALLED TARDY

Woman Is Among Nominees
Indorsed by Committco on

Minor Courts.

The Bar Association has disapproved
the candidacies of Justice John F. Hoyer
and Thomas E. Murray, Tammany
candidates for reelection to tho Munic-
ipal Court. This formal action was
taken following the reception of the re-
port of Its committee on courts of In-

ferior Jurisdiction on the candidates
who are running for the Municipal Court
on the Republican, Democratlo and

tickets.
The report states that the committee

was unable to find Information upon
which to base a proper report In regard
to soma of the candidates, but most of
those on the tickets of tho two leading
parties are found to be fitted for the
offices they seek. ,

One Socialist Is approved, S. John
Block, counsel for the Rand School, who
Is running In the Second district, where
the Republicans and Democrats have
fused against the Socialists.

There are ten Justices to bo elected
for the municipal courts In Manhattan
at the coming election.

Accnaea Court of Bleeping,
Of Justice John F. Hoyer, who has

served for many years as Justice In the
First district, the report states:

"Our Investigation convinces us that
he has neither the legal learning nor the
requisite temperament for such a posi-
tion. We learn that he frequently sleeps
during trials before him a fact that Is
emphasized by many of the lawyers who
have practised before him, and which In
Itself should be sufficient to disqualify
him."

The other Tammany Justice, whose
candidacy is disapproved Is Justice
Thomas E. Murray of the Third district.
Of him the report says:

"Justice Murray was elected to the
District Court of the city of New Tork
many years ago and has served since
that time as Judge of the District Court
and of the Municipal Court. There has
been much complaint that ha Is almost
invariably late In opening court and
usually arrives In court at least one
hour late, thus causing anywhere from
fifty to 200 people to lose one hour of
valuable time In the early part of the
day, and his practice Is to adjourn court
before the proper work of the day Is
concluded. These facta alone are. In the
opinion of the committee, sufficient to
lead to a disapproval."

In the Sixth district the Bar Associa-
tion took no action on any of the can-
didates for the one place to be filled.
Of Justice Solomon Oppenhelmer, the
Republican candidate for reelection, the
report of the committee says:

"Although he has served honestly and
conscientiously, he has not displayed
such ability as to warrant his continu-
ing to be a Justice of the Municipal
Court, and this, together with the con-
dition of his health, prevents the com-
mittee from Indorsing his candidacy."

Committee Is Not Unanimous.
The Bar Association, however, took

no action disapproving the candidacy.
No mention whatever was made of Tim-
othy A. Leary, Justice OppenheImcr"s
Democratic opponent. Elmer E. Cooley,
member of the committee, refused to
concur In the remarks made about Jus-
tice Oppenhelmer. Charles M. Cannon,
another member of the committee, re-

fused to concur In the criticisms of
Justice Hoyer, who, he said, had many
excellent points to commend him.

The candidacy of Miss Bertha Rem-baug- h,

one of the three Republican can-
didates In the First district, la approved.
The committee finds that she "is well
qualified for the position of Justice of
the Municipal Court by education, ex-
perience and training."

Others who are approved by the Bar
Association are Justice William F.
Moore and William A. J. Caffrey in
he First district. Justice Benjamin Hoff-

man, Justice Morris Eder and Magis-
trate William Blau, running as fusion
candidates In the Second district; Will-
iam Armstrong and Joseph H. Hayes,
Republicans, and Justice Thomas E.
Noonan, Democrat, In the Third district :
Abram Ellenbogen, Republican, and
Theodore H. Ward. Democrat. In the
Fifth district, and Justice John F.
Cowan in the Eighth district

PROSECUTE HUSBAND

Rumor Says Former Mrs. Tur-
ner Will Wed Again.

The theft of Jewels valued at 3100,- -
000 from Mrs. Lyela Brandels of 166

light yesterday the fact that Mrs. Bran,
dels recently decided to abandon the
prosecution of her second husband,
Charles Wesley Turner, whom she
caused to be Indicted on two charges
of grand larceny June 4, 1918. The
pair havo slnco been divorced and ac-
cording to tho statement of Assistant
District Attorney Edwin P. Kllroe,
when he appeared before Judge Wad-ham- s

to ask for the dismissal of the
Indictments, Mrs. Brandels, as the one
time Mrs. Turner now styles herself,
la about to marry again.

Turner was at liberty on 32,000 ball
when the Indictments were rcturnea
against htm and trial of the case was
postponed In June, 1918, because the
defendant had Just been drafted Into
the army. The recommendation for
dismissal of the Indictments against
Turner was accompanied by an affidavit
dated June 80, 1919, and signed "Lyela
Brandels Turner," reading as follows:

"Since these Indictments were ob-
tained I have obtained an Interlocutory
decree of divorce and am about to sail
for England for an Indefinite period. 1

do not wish to press the charges
against Charles Wesley Turner, Jr., and
1 ask that they be dismissed.'

Beyond denying that she was to be
married again, Mra Brandels would
make no statement about the matter
yesterday. She had been divorced for
more than a year, she said, and con-
sidered that the whole matter was no
longer of publlo Interest.

ASSERTS RENTS ARE '

NOT EXORBITANT

James Frank Says Apart
ments Just About Pay.

James Frank, of the
Real Estate Association of tho Stats of
New York and chairman of Its sixteenth
annual convention at the McAlptn Hotel,
yesterday blamed the law designed to
prevent of title upon com-

pletion of Instalment purchases of real
estate, passed at the last session of the
Legislature, for a considerable share of
the dearth of dwelling construction In
New York city and vicinity. At the
same time, he said rents In New York
city are not exorblnant, recent experi-
ences of diligent rent players to the con- -
trary notwithstanding.

"There Is a great deal of exaggeration
In tho matter of rent charges In this
city," ho said. "As a matter of experi-
ence, I know the people who own apart-
ment houses In New York the average
apartment house up to three years ago
pretty much failed to pay the carrying
charges on those apartment houses. The
cost in the operation of tho houses has j

gone up tremendously, but the real estate
people are for the first time obtaining a
return on their property which enables
them to make It a liquid asset"

The act aimed against abuses In mat-
ter of Instalment sales contracts, through
Its clause calling for deposits against
payments on mortgages, has driven from
New York much capital otherwise desir-
ous of Investing In building operations
here, he said.

Herbert H. K. Twltchell, president of
the Chemical National Bank of New
York, urged upon the delegates the possl.
bllltles of community development
"While In these days of complex life,"
he said, "each man has to look after his
own Interests very carefully, It Is clear
that It Is to the best Interest of the busi-
est to have a regard for community life
and expansion."

SALE OF SECURITIES
IN BANKS PLANNED

Financiers to Discourage
Wildcat Speculation.

The Savings Banks Association of New
York has appointed a special committee
to consider the feasibility of selling high
grade securities over the counters of sav-
ings banks, as a means of discouraging
wildcat speculation and promotion. At
a meeting yesterday of Oroup Four of
the association, comprising the New
York city members of the association, it
was declared that the public has been
educated by tho Liberty Loan campaigns
to a point where the success of such a
scheme could be expected. When the
plans have fully matured whatever en-
abling legislation as might be deemed
necessary will be asked of tho Legisla-
ture at Albany.

The bankers also Indorsed the project
of the Young Men's Christian Associa-
tion for a national thrift week, which
was explained by Arthur N. East, secre-
tary of the Industrial department of the
international committee of tho Y. M.
C. A.

The first national thrift week will be
in January, 1920, and will be divided as
follows: Bank day, January 17: Thrift
Sunday, January 18; National Life In-
surance Day, January 19; Own Your
Home Day, January 20; Make a Will
Day, January 21; Thrift In Industry
Day, January 22; Family Budget Day,
January 23; Pay Your Bills Day, Jan-
uary 24.

WATCHMAN FELLED,
THIEVES GET AWAY

Attempt to Rob Jewellers
Safes Frustrated.

Christian Grau. night watchman of
the Frankel Building in 4S John street,
was knocked unconscious yesterday
morning at 1 o'clock by five masked
men, who beat him with blackjacks and
their fists. Grau was then gagged with
a handkerchief, bound hand and foot
with ropes, and thrown into the elevator
cage, which was stopped at the eighth
floor.

Later, In a
nearby restauiant, they found three
loaded revolvers, which tho police be-
lieve the three men threw there when
they were getting away.

The Frankel Building Is occupied by
Jnwellers, brokers and publishers, and
there are Jewels to the estimated value
of 31,000,000 In the structure. James
Webster, Janitor of the building, said
that so far as he had been able to learn,
the burglars were frightened away be-
fore they were able to steal anything.
